It Is better to exchange 
Information than spread preju- 
dice, reasoned literary critic 
Northrop Frye In summing up 
some of the Ideas discussed at 
the Alternatives Canada and 
Option conferences held last 
weekend In Toronto. Broaden- 
ing perceptions on the ques- 
tion of Canadian unity, accord- 
ing to Frye was a significant 
element of the two symposi- 
ums. 

Jean Remillard, co-chair- 
person of Quebec delegates 
and the most vocal Péqulste at 
the conference, explained that 
an important aspect of the PQ 
task was to make English- 
speaking Canadians aware that 
the PQ's goals do not neces- 
sarily imply 'the destruction of 
the rest of Canada. 

Alternatives Canada, orgah- 
* Ized by the University of 
Toronto, brought together stu- 
dents from across Canada to 
discuss Canadian unity. The 
Options conference, held con- " 
currently with the Alternatives 
conference, gave academic, 
business and labour people the 
chance to discuss the same 
issues. Delegates were Invited 
to participate in both sympo- 
siums. 

The Alternatives conference, 
which was informally struc- 
tured around workshops, 
panels and speeches, allowed 
for spontaneity, an element 
some delegates claimed was 
lacking In the Options ses- 
sions. 

The Francophone delegates 
stressed the inevitability of 
fundamental changes to the 
present Canadian federation. 
Guy Hurteau, a University of 
Ottawa student, encouraged 
English-speaking delegates to 
caucus so they could begin to 
discuss the future of their 
country. According to Hurteau, 
Quebecers know what they 
want and - this must be 
negotiated. But first, English- 
speaking Canada must have a 
negotiating position. 

A concern expressed by 
many of the anglophones ,was 
whether the PQ advocated truly 
social-democratic goals. 
Levesque's courting of the US 
money markets was quoted 
many times as an example of 
the PQ's willingness to let US 
multinationals continue to 
dominate Quebec economically 
and culturally. Rômlllard 
designated himself as "PQ 
representative" did not see it as 
a contradiction or a problem. 
Rather, he stated that It was 
merely strategy, and that the 
future policies would prove 
quite different. 

A much ignored issue was, 
surprisingly enough, the posi- 
tion of the anglophone com- 
munity in Quebec. Mike 
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Goodhue, a Bishop's student 
and one of the only Quebec 
anglophones to voice the 
English community's concerns, 
felt he had been treated 
Indifferently. Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, he maintained most 
anglophones are bilingual but - 
their existence Is still being 
threatened. "We have Integra- 
ted but do not want to be 
assimilated," he claimed. He 
received little sympathy from 
the English-speaking dele- 
gates. Quebec anglophones 
face the same political reali- 
ties, a Manitoban countered, as 
francophones In St. Boniface 
do. 

The most controversial event 
was Friday's panel discussion, 
which consisted of Premier 
Campbell of Prince Edward 
Island, Darcy McKeough, Trea- 
surer for Ontario, Roy 
Romanov, Attorney General of 
Saskatchewan, and Alex Malr, 
Minister of Consumer and Cor- 
porate Affairs for British 
Columbia, The Quebec govern- 
ment was asked to send a 
delegate but declined. 

McKeough, in a long-winded 
introduction, berated the Fe- 
deral government and acade- 
mla, saying that the public was 
"peeved" with all the bickering. 
He also cautioned the PQ 
against "esoteric constitutional 
convolutions". McKeough con-' 
eluded by urging all Canadians 
to "get on with the Job of 
running the country" or risk the 
loss of credibility on the 
international scene. The . 
francophones were particularly 
miffed by his glib treatment of 
the Quebec Issue. 

Other speakers who ad- 
dressed the conference were 
David Lewis, former federal 
NDP leader, Claude Ryan, 
editor of Le Devoir, and Claude 
Castonguay, former Québec

English induced Eire's 
problems, prof claims

- Irish nationalists have inher- 
ited from the nineteenth centu- 
ry the problem of reconciling 
the concept of a united Irish 
state and the fears and ambi- 
tions of opposing groups with- 
in the Island as a whole, 
according' to Kevin Nowlan, 
author of "The Politics of 
Repeal" and professor of Histo- 
ry at University College in 
Dublin. Nowlan spoke at McGill 
last night on "profiles of Irish 
Cultural Nationalism". 

Nowlan said that the political 
act of union between Ireland 



and Great Britain did not bring 
, about a "union of hearts", for a 
variety of reasons. There were 
religious problems — Roman 
Catholics of Gaelic descent 
adhered to a different set of 
cultural values and symbols 
than the rest of the predomin- 
antly Protestant kingdom. The 
Protestant ascendancy' in Ire- 
land controlled much of the 
land, .as well as political and 
economic power, while the 
Catholic Gaelics, who com- 
-prlsed most of the countryside 
population, were left out of the 
ruling order and became syno- 



UofM students 
demonstrate

Following a general assem- 
bly yesterday, 400 University of 
Montreal education students 
• marched on the offices of the 
education dean. 

On Monday, education stu- 
dents voted to strike for a week 
to protest the administration's 
measures to phase out the 
Projet Pédagoguique Progres- 
sif, a programme which in- 
cludes a study of education in 
underprivileged areas. One of 
the programme's TAs, Robert 
Cadotte, was a victim of an 
"ideological purge", according 
to PEN's secretary general Eric 
Devlin. 

After today's demonstration, 



student leaders met with two 
assistant deans who proposed 
the rehiring of the fired TAs and 
the formation of committees to 
investigate the situation. 
Dianne Savard, a member of the 
group which met with the 
administrators, said that "these 
.are short term solutions". 
Savard added that the Projet 
Pédagoguique Progressif will 
most likely continue now that 
the fired TA has been rehired. 

"The administration took 
these steps in order to calm 
us", concluded Savard. The 
students will study adminis- 
tration's proposals and hold a 
general assembly today in 
order to discuss them. -

nymous with poverty. 

After union with Great Britain 
the Gaelic tradition and way of 
life retreated steadily, said 
Nowlan. At the same time, this 
disintegration of linguistic cul- 
ture stirred an intense Gaelic 
nationalism. Nowlan went on 
to outline the important devel- 
opments of this nationalism. , 
Daniel O'Connell, a leading 
Irish nationalist during the 
1800s, spoke out on the 
political potential of the Catho- 
lic masses. Political union with 
Britain had drawn the. Irish 
countryman out of secret so- 
cieties and local factions, 
Nowlan stated. This brought 
fear to the Protestants, who 
envisioned a possible Catholic 
ascendancy to power. 

O'Connell also brought a 
romantic nationalism, which 
vented itself in music and 
poetry, to a political level. He 
founded an organization called 
the "Young Irelanders", pub- 
lishers of a newspaper, the 
"Nation", which expressed a 
desire for cultural identity. The 
Young Irelanders did not seek 
separation from Britain, but 
saw the British political system 
as a structure within which an 
Irish nationalism could flour- 
ish. 

The Young Irelanders met 
with internal dissension in the 
1840s, unable to create an 
all-embracing Irish national- 
ism. One of the problems,

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Utopia: After a 
poetic uprising

To build a world which is 
"poetic and popular", we must 
come up with tactics and 
creative strategies of change 
related directly to specific 
social situations, declared Da- 
nilo Dolcl, in his talk at McGlll 
on Monday. 

Dole), a crusader against 
disease, unemployment, hun- 
ger, Illiteracy and violence in 
Sicily for twenty-five years, and 
one of the three final candi- 
dates for a Nobel Peace Prize, 
spoke on the "Philosophy and 
Practice of Non-Violent Revolu- 
tipn". 

Utopia is -a "necessity for 
each of us", Dole! claimed. He 
called our urban centers "abor- 
tions of earthly cities", and 
proposes that Improvement 
would result from the develop- 
ment of a new, poetic .rapport 
with realty and with each other. 
Dolcl went on to say that the 
creation of a world of poetic 
relationships is possible 
through structural change in 
society. He was quick to 
emphasize, however, that uni- 
versal "recipes" for change do 
not exist. 

Dolcl focused his attention 
on specific case studies from_ 
his work in Sicily, where his 
"strategies", or efforts to bring 
about the birth of a "new 
future", have placed him at 
odds with the political system, 
the Mafia and the Church. 
■ One strategy Dolci dealt with 
in detail was the formation of 
an educational center, de- 
signed to promote ideals 
. wrought but of the self-analysis 
of an organized group. The 
group deemed It necessary to 
foster a "different- way of 
existing" among young child- 
ren. It was decided that it is 
important to let children follow

Nowlan said, was the preval- 
ence of poverty. Nowlan calls 
the famines - of the 1840s the 
"great watershed in nineteenth 
century Irish: history". He 
stated that this period saw the 
re-birth of "Republican Separa- 
tism". 

Nowlan said that Irish politi- 
cal autonomy became an issue 
in the British parliament in the 
1870s and '80s when the Irish 
notion of land reform was 
combined with a demand for 
home rule — an Irish parlia- 
ment within the British system. 

At the turn of the century, 
Nowlan claims there was a 
growing realization in Ireland 
that the country was becoming, 
increasingly Anglicized. The 
"Gaelic League" was formed to 
save the Gaelic tongue. A 
strong desire was voiced for 
"an Irish Ireland". At the same 
time, there was a flourishing of 
Anglo-Irish literature. Nowlan 
mentioned the writings of W.B. 
Yeats as an example. 



their natural curiosities about 
the world, and to help them to 
discover their vital interests. By 
allowing young children greater 
freedom and following an edu- 
cational course rooted in the 
desJres of the Individual, Dolci 
claimed that the obstacles 
encountered in regular schools 
are reduced to a minimum. 

Dolci stated that change 
starts with forming groups to 
cultivate popular self-analysis. 
If, through analysis, a group 
concludes that heavy industrial 
growth in Its community does 
not necessarily imply progress, 
then it must take steps to 
change the structure which 
perpetuates that industrial, 
growth. These steps, or tactics, 
may consist of a random series 
of actions. The important thing 
is that these tactics be creative, 
for with each problematic situ- 
ation in society there are 
different sets of circumstances. 

When asked to voice his 
opinion of the political situa- 
tion In Quebec, Dolcl explained 
that he had only just arrived in 
Canada and "to know a situa- 
tion, you have to live It." 
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Canada part of imperialist cabal

Jhosua Nkomo, leaser of the 
Zimbabwe African People's Un- 
ion (ZAPU), linked Canada to an 
imperialist "gang of five" which 
is supporting the Smith regime, 
in Rhodesia. Speaking on the 
role of western governments 
towards current liberation 
struggles In Africa, Nkomo said 
"White government in Rhodesia 
wouldn't last two weeks with- 
out the support of the western 
Imperialists." 



Nkomo said that the Smith's 
regime declaration of indepen- 
dence would have been impos- 
sible without the promise of the 
western oil companies to sup- 
ply Rhodesia with petroleum. 

Nkomo, who struggled for 
Zimbabwe's liberation for 30 
years, described Smith as 
"racist to the bone". He de- 
scribed the proposed Anglo- 
American "black majority rule" 
plan as one of "sharing power 
with Smith wiht Smith doing 



the sharing." 

Nkomo went on to describe 
various leaders of the Zimbab- 
we liberation struggle. He 
dismissed Abel Muzurewa as 
"the little bishop" whose "only 
support comes from the BBC". 
Nkomo said that Sitole, former 
leader of ZAPU, had "Sold out 
to the Smith regime. Nkomo 
added that political differences 
exist between ZANU, another 
Zimbabwean liberation move- 
ment, and his own movement 
but that te two groups formed a 



joint military command since 
the Inception of the "Patriotic 
Front" in October 1976. ' 

Nkomo said that the united 
front had strengthened the 
military offencives of the move- 
ments such that now 75% of 
Zimbabwe Is an "operational 
area". Nkomo said that the 
eastern block nations have 
supplied ZANU and ZAPU with 
arms, and he concluded that 
"when the United Front takes 
Salisbury, It will be a victory for 
the allies." 



Open letter 

to McGill students 

For sometime now, students at McGlll have been disturbed 
by the sexist content of the Plumber's Pot. We at the 
Women's Union recognize the Engineering student's right to 
publish a newspaper, but at the same time we assert our tight 
to be treated with respect and equality. Faced with the Pot's 
unwillingness to consider the Daily's criticisms seriously, as 
exhibited in their "reborn publication" of October 5th, the 
Women's Union has decided to launch a petition campaign. 
We hope that this article will clarify our reasons for starting a 
campaign to oppose the sexist content of the Pot. 

In their letter to the Dally (Oct. 1 7), the executive of the EUS 
and the editors of the Plumber's Pot stated that one of the ex- 
pressed purposes of the Pot is to "inform the Engineering stu- 
dent body". Our question is why are they passing on dis- 
criminatory sterotypes under the guise of information. They 
recognize certain types of discrimination and refuse to pub-' 
lish articles that "discriminate along racial, religious, or 
national lines." The only conclusion we can draw from this 
policy is that either they don't think that women are dis- 
criminated against, or that this discrimination is acceptabfe. 

The Idea that discrimination against women does not exist 
is blatantly ridiculous. We don't have to look much farther 
than the McGill community io find it, where women account 
for 40 % of the undergraduate population,, only 22 % of 
graduate students and 18 % of facult; 
majority of McGill's female employees' 



are women. The 
told Jobs with the 



lowest salaries and the least security. This is not to say that 
McGill Is a particularly sexist Insitution; it only reflects the 
overall situation In Canada. Statistics Canada figures show 
that the average salary of women Is only approximately half 
that of men. 

The Plumber's Pot perpetuates this situation. By 
portraying women as mere playthings, and by caWna 
attention only to their sexual characteristics, the Pot helps 
create an image of women as Inferior creatures not deserving 
of the same respect as men. When women are denied equal 
access to education and jobs, it Is this image that is used as _ — 
Justification, whether consciously or not. ^ 
- The Pot also Implies that sexist discrimination is ac- 
ceptable because "this is precisely what a large percentage of 
the university population wants to see". But If a large per- 
centage of the university population want to see 
discrimination against Blacks, or Jews, or Italians would the 
Pot print It? Is discrimination against women In any way dif- 
ferent from racial discrimination? Do women not deserve 
equal respect? 

The only solution the Pot can propose Is that those who 
find it offensive should not read It. But this Is not the point. 
The damage is done when readers are offended ; the damage 
Is done when people form attitudes and Images as a result of 
sexist "jokes" which are then carried over in their day-to-day 
lives. It Is forthese reasons that the Women's Union urges all 
students, faculty and staff to support the petition campaign 
against sexism In the Plumber's Pot. Petitions can be 
obtained In the Women's Union; room 425 of the Union 
building from 11 to 2 pm each day, or from Women's Union 
representatives.

Education Is a life-long 
process and should not termi- 
nate with the completion of 
university, according to Dr. 
Pare, a Quebec diplomat in the 
Ivory Coast and ex-professor of 
philosophy speaking in the 
Education Building last night. 

Referring to today's grade- 
school teachers who have 
remained stagnant In the 
development of their intellec- 
tual capacities, Pare stated that 
"continuing education would 
help Improve our educational 
system". 

"Education should concen- 
trate on the full development of 
the total self," he continued. 
"Continuing education should 
place emphasis on the develop- 



ment of skills and attitudes" 
which it neglecti In favor of a 
greater concentration on learn- 
ing. 

The development of the skill 
to teach children to teach 
themselves is of crucial impor- 
tance, affirmed Dr. Pare. He 
went on to say that "teaching 



should be seen more as a 
helping profession". 

In conclusion, Dr. Pare con- 
tended that the implementation 
of these Idealistic concepts 
would pose difficulties but 
would definitely up-grade the 
educational system.

cabinet minister. 

Lewis, whose speech opened 
the symposium, maintained 
that English-speaking Cana- 
dians had a great deal to learn 
and urged that the debate focus 
on alternatives within the 
existing constitutional frame- 
work. Claude Ryan and Claude 
Castonguay, who are both 
rumoured to be toying with the 
idea of running -for the leader- 
ship of the Quebec Liberal 
Party, had more concrete pro- 
posals to offer. Ryan sug- 
gested that provinces consider 
a five-region regroupement and 
Castonguay encouraged the 
provinces to set up committees 
to determine their positions -in 
the unity debate. 



In a closing address, Dr. 
John Evans, U of T president, 
asked the. delegates to contact 
their Members of Parliament 
and relate to them what they 
had learned. The most notable 
change in attitude was that of 
the Westerners and the Ontar- 
ians.- Cindy McKlnley, a Uni- 
versity of. Alberta student, said 
she was convinced of the 
inevitability of, if not separa- 
tism, then certainly of sub- 
stantial structural differ- 
ences—alternatives she had 
considered remote prior to the 
conference. Many others 
echoed her sentiments. 

Those delegates who had 
come to find Canada found 
instead, in the words of 
Northrop Frye, that Canada 
was moving from "pre-natlonal 
to post-national without ever 
having been a nation." 



would like to settle in Canada 
will exceed our ability to accept 
them," Cullen explained.. In 
1976, thé government reduced 
by more than 20 percent the 
number of people entering the 
country, claiming numbers of 
immigrants affect the rate of 
unemployment. The 150,000 
people immigrating represented 
a 15 percent drop in the average 
of the last 10 years, when the 
country welcomed immigrants 
as a source of skilled and 
unskilled labour. 

The reduction in immigration 
is to be accomplished through 
Bill C-24, passed earlier this 
year. Critics of the bill have 
pointed out a number of 
discriminatory clauses, particu- 
larly sections dealing with 
deportation and acceptance of 
political refugees and suspect- 
ed "subversives". 

"We will continue to welcome 
immigrants as In the past," 
Cullen said, "but under the new 
law the number we admit will be 
more carefully planned In line 
with the needs and capacity of 
our country."

FOLLOW THE LEADERS 

The most recent O.Q.I.F.C. stat sheet reveals that, for the first 
time In several weeks, no McGIII footballer leads In any of the 
conference's Individual statistical categories. Quarterback Vic Py- 
wowarczuk, although the leading passer In terms of yardage 
gained, Is only the second rated QB, as he trails Mok Lee of 
Carleton by several percentage points. Bob Ross has surrendered 
the lead in the punting category to Rob Talleyho of Ottawa. 

The one category which McGill does dominate, at least In terms 
of numbers, is pass receiving. Rod Bell grabbed seven passes 
against Queen's on Saturday afternoon, and vaulted past teammate 
Barry Dobson Into the second position amongst conference pass- 
catchers. Bell has caught 21 passes, Dobson holds down third 
place In the category with 19 receptions, while Tom Barbeau is In 
fifth place on the strength of his 16 catches.

Howard Stupp, a student In McGill's Engineering Faculty, Is one 
of four Canadians who will compete In this week's World 
Championship of Greco-Roman Wrestling in Sweden.

With two other McGill 
students, Scott Grafton and Art 
Miskey, qualifying automatical- 
ly due to their fine play In the 
Pro League last year, McGill ' 
posesses 10% of the best, 
curlers in the region. When one 
considers that alumni Lome 
Stevenson, "god of McGill 
curling", and "ghost of curling 
seasons past", Steve Ducat, are 
also competing, it is a tribute to 
the development program of 
this university. Their progress 
will be well worth watching.

In what coach Anne Patterson 
described as a "fairly encourag- 
ing performance", the McGIII 
women's volleyball team won 
one out of four matches this 
past weekend in the Women's 
Volleyball International invita- 
tional Tournament held In 
Princeton, New Jersey.

Coach Patterson's immediate 
reaction to the entire tourna- 
ment experience was highly 
positive. "It was a good tourna- 
ment,", commented the coach, 
"probably the best road trip our 
team has ever had. The timing of 
the tournament was perfect, 
and it provided our players with 
good experience for the future." 

"The American teams play a 
different style of volleyball," 
continued Patterson. "Alabama 
is a more offensive-minded 
team. They recruited several big 
players and rely upon their size 
and their big hitters to overcome 
defensive shortcomings." 

The women will return to 
action this weekend, travelling 
to Kingston, Ontario for a 
pre-season tournament on the 
campus of Queen's University.

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Crazy George: 

George Schauer is not insane

Somewhere In the American mldwestern state of Ohio, George 
Schauer sits, the proud possessoc of an undergraduate degree In 
journalism from the University of Minnesota. With his educational 
background, one might expect Schauer, at age 25, to be In the early 
stages of a promising career In writing. 

This Is not the case. Believe it or not, Shauer, under the name of 
Crazy George, makes his living by dribbling a basketball. However, 
the thousand or so people who saw his show this weekend at the 
Currie Gymnasium know that there is more to Crazy George than 
his name Implies. 

Crazy George has spent a good portion of the last two years on 
the road, crisscrossing Europe and North America iri an attempt to 
make a million people smile. His constant companions during 
that time have been a boxful of props, an overly accentuated sense 
of humour, a vivid imagination, and a desire to somehow improve 
the state of everyone he meets. 

Smiles are Schauer's initial and most satisfying reward for his 
showmanship. "It's my goal to make a million people smile," said 
Crazy George following Saturday afternoon's performance. "That's 
why I carry this list. Since March of 74, I've seen some 709,659 
and one-half smiles. The half smile was on the. face of a dog In 
New York. He wanted to bite me, but he had such funny teeth J. 
had to count him as a smile, or at least half a smile anyway." 

But there Is more to George Schauer than mere smiles can 
manifest. Strip Crazy George of his red, white and blue makeup, 
and remove his considerable ballhandling ability, and you are con- 
fronted by a man who still has something meaningful to say and 
do. Schauer's message: enthusiasm. 

"I want to share what I've learned in'the past few years with as 
many people as possible," commented Schauer while removlng.his 
Klss-insplred facial makeup. "I tell kids about the Importance of 
education, to work hard and to be totally unselfish. The power of 

The atmosphere of one of Crazy Gèorge's shows goes a long 
way toward explaining trie Schauer phenomenon. In the locker 
room prior to his appearance, Schauer psychologically prepares 
himself to face his youthful audience. He jumps up and down as if 
trying to generate some personal electrical charge. Underneath 
his star-spangled uniform and heavy make-up, the man perspires 
profusely, the result of nervous expectation. ' 

Outside, the crowd, comprised mostly of youngsters who 
attended the Junior Olympics basketball clinic, Is already 
rhythmlcaly chanting and clapping .In anticipation of the 
appearance of Crazy George. When their man finally does enter 
the gymnasjum, he does not disappoint them. For the next ninety 
minutes, the crowd alternately applauds, laughs at, and listens to 
one man. Crazy George owns the audience. . 

The dramatic climax of the performance comes when George 
attempts one particularly difficult trick. The stunt calls for him to 
spin a ball on one finger, flip It over his shoulder, and kick It through 
the basket. The audience is called upon to focus all of Its hopes 
upon one man. Three, four, five times George falls. Finally, after at 
least adozen misses, the ball falls through the hoop. The audience 
explodes into applause, and Crazy George breathes a sigh of relief. 
"Without you," he confesses, "and your enthusiasm, I never could 
have done that." The confession is not a matter of showmanship. 




Crazy George has a message for his youthful audience. Part of 
that message Is manifested by this picture. The message: with a 
little enthusiasm you can do the Impossible. 

The performer is totally sincere. • . 

Crazy George is truly something else. Any man who would strip 
naked before a crowd of 18,000 people during a warmup for a 
college basketball game may well deserve to be called "Crazy", but 
if that is the case, then George Schauer is guilty of temporary 
insanity only. A few years from now, when Crazy George reflects 
upon his golden list of a million smiles, i hope that his satisfaction 
eauals that of the many audiences that he has both entertained and 
educated during the past few years. Hats off to "Insanity."

events. "I'm sure you guys will 
place In this race," stated 
Moore. "If you don't, I'll be 
pretty disappointed." ' 

McGill entered two boats In 
the regatta, in the open eight 
and mixed four categories. 
Such veteran crews as that of 
Syracuse, Guelph and Laval 
were among the 14 that partici- 
pated in the open eight event. 
The McGill Rowing Club placed 
11th in the race, outdoing three 
teams, with a time of 23:16:19, 
a feat which could only have 
transpired as a result of the 
enthusiasm and concurrent de- 
termination of the McGill crew. 
The highly motivated oarsmen 
succeeded in displaying a 
unified, co-ordinated effort, 
realized thcough the near-per- 
fect synchronization of their 
oars even as they approached 
the finish of the 3VS> mile 
course. Syracuse, Guelph and 
Laval placed first, second and 
third in the open eight event. 

McGill entered a boat in the 
mixed four category more to 
provide Its oarspeople with a 
taste of competitive rowing than 
In anticipation of a victory. The 
same, in fact, could be said of 
the entry In the open eight. As 
one of three boats competing, 
McGill placed third, the two 
crews from Choate attaining 
better times. But even so, the 
crew extended a uniform and 
total effort In. the race, and 
gained valuable experience. 

Coach Moore commented: 
"With respect to the eight, 
considering the amount of time 
and the hardships we've had to 
overcome, by which I mean the 
two weeks of training time for 
the final crew and the schedul- 
ing problems, they performed 
exceptionally well. They mesh- 
ed as a crew very quickly, which 
is very important. The crew of 
the four meshed even quicker, 
as they were out only three 
times before. What shogld be 
stressed the most however,, is 
the cohesiveness of all of the 
oarsmen in our crews." 

In light • of the extremely 
limited practice time available 
to the crews, and their late start 
In the rowing season, perhaps 
the thing to be most proud of is 
that McGill was represented at 
all. The presence of the McGill 
crews certainly did not go 
■unnoticed. Albert Conrad (pres- 
ident of the Laval Rowing Club) 
was overheard saying "Gee, 
McGill's looking good. They 
haven't had a boat in a long 
time." 

One can't help but look 
forward to the day when the 
McGill Rowing Club reacquires 
the fine reputation It had in the 
1920s and '30s. With their 
dedicated personnel, anything 

is possible. •__
